"Who then, would be hurt by 
reciprocity? I will tell you. The 

lumber trust and the paper trust.

IliericaU lumber and paper. This 
would give the American people 
cheaper paper, and the farm* I 
cheaper lumber to build housts 
and barns. So you see why it is 
the trusts are making such Iran- 
tie effort! to defeat reciprocity. 
They desire to hold a monopoly 
of tiie American lumber and pa- 
per markets. Let the farmer be 
of good cheer. He is not the fel- 
low wh* will be hit by reciproci- 
ty. He will be helped. The lum- 
ber trust and the paper trust are 
the ones who will feel the weight 
of this measure.' -

The income tax amendment to 
the constitution, which was a 
plank in the last Democratic na- 
tional platform, lias now been 
ratilied by thirty states.
